REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Governing  Board  of  the  Department  of  Finance. 

Gentlemen  :  I  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith  my  report  covering  the 
activities  of  the  California  State  Library  during  the  seventy-sixth 
and  seventy-seventh  fiscal  years,  ending  June  30,  1926. 

THE  LIBRARY  FUND 

Funds,  it  is  said,  are  the  sinews  of  war.  They  are  quite  as  truly 
and  infinitely  more  beneficently  the  sinews  of  peace,  in  the  pursuits 
of  which  no  service  can  better  qualify  than  that  of  the  modern  library. 
From  the  low  level  reached  in  1923  when  the  State  Library  appro- 
priation was  $203,210,  almost  exactly  two-thirds  of  the  high  mark  of 
1921,  the  figure  was  raised  in  1925  to  $253,490.  Again  it  has  been 
possible  to  increase  book  purchases — or  perhaps  it  would  be  more 
nearly  correct  to  say,  increase  the  total  spent  for  books.  It  is  probably 
true  that  the  gradual  raising  of  the  price  of  books,  due  to  economic 
conditions,  has  prevented  our  acquiring  many  more  titles.  And  when 
it  comes  to  salaries  it  is  demonstrable  that  the  pay  of  the  members  of 
the  staff  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  change  which  has  taken  place  since 
the  war  in  the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar.  It  is  hoped  that  when 
the  library  finally  moves  into  its  new  home  a  fuller  and  more 
detailed  study  may  be  sufficient  argument  on  these  two  most  important 
questions  in  library  economy :  an  adequate,  even  generous,  book  fund, 
and  salaries  which  place  library  workers  on  an  equal  footing  with  com- 
parable crafts  and  professions. 

STAFF  PROBLEMS 

Most  libraries  have  little  difficulty  with  the  attitude  of  their  assist- 
ants, from  messenger  up,  toward  the  work  to  be  done,  the  hours  put 
in,  or  the  quality  of  the  service  done.  One  can  not  be  so  sure  about 
the  average  compensation  paid  librarians;  though  no  doubt  the  experi- 
ence in  this  newer  craft  is  similar  to  that  of  the  older  professions 
in  their  infancy  and  youth.  But  it  is  certain,  despite  the  effort 
recently  so  strenuously  put  forth  by  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion, that  the  question  of  a  reasonable  supply  of  assistants  of  all  ranks 
and  grades  has  not  been  satisfactorily  answered. 

In  November,  1924,  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  announced 
the  first  examinations  to  form  eligible  lists  upon  which  the  State 
Library  could  draw.  Wide  publicity  was  given,  and  the  examiners 
took  themselves  to  the  populous  centers,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco 
and  Sacramento,  where  if  at  all  trained  workers  might  be  found.  The 
results  were  pitiably  small.  Again  in  1926  similar  examinations  were 
given  with  quite  as  poor  a  showing.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  was 
reasonable  in  its  requirements,  and  even  noticeably  sympathetic  in  its 
attitude  toward  candidates;  but  they  did  not  put  in  an  appearance. 
Eligible  lists  are  lacking.    What  is  the  answer? 

One  might  argue  that  salaries  are  too  low;  and  therein  may  be 
found  a  partial  reason  for  this  little  interest  in  a  kind  of  work  which 
is  supposed  to  be  of  great  drawing  quality  to  women  and  girls.  But 
that  argument  is  not  altogether  convincing;  the  work  is  pleasant, 
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the  surrounding's  usually  inviting,  the  hours  not  burdensome,  and  the 
pay  is  definitely  on  a  rising  scale.  The  surer  answer,  however,  is  that 
library  schools  have  not  grown  with  the  development  of  the  service. 
They  have  taken  in  young  women  as  students  almost  exclusively. 
Young  women  have  a  habit  of  marrying — a  habit  confirmed  by  the  long 
practice  of  a  line  of  progenitors  reaching  back  to  the  garden  of  Eden — 
and  many  of  them  for  various  perfectly  sound  reasons  turn  their 
talent  to  domestic  uses,  thereby  denying  the  library  the  benefit  of 
their  training  and  experience.  The  library  schools  can  accommodate 
too  few  students,  especially  since  the  latter  have  such  a  high  pro- 
fessional mortality.  And  furthermore,  the  schools  are  all  striving  to 
turn  out  workers  for  top  positions. 

Library  executives  themselves  have  been  at  fault  in  attempting  to 
secure  assistants  of  college  grade  plus  special  training  for  positions 
which  may  satisfactorily  be  filled  by  persons  who  have  not  advanced 
so  far  but  are  able  to  work  well  under  competent  direction.  The  solu- 
tion of  this  situation  will  be  found  in  the  development  of  better  library 
schools  of  professional  standing — the  University  of  Michigan,  Chicago 
University,  Columbia  University,  and  others,  including  we  trust  the 
University  of  California,  are  in  the  way  of  meeting  this  need — and  also 
in  the  establishment  of  training  classes  either  in  the  larger  libraries 
themselves  mainly  to  recruit  their  own  ranks,  or  in  junior  colleges 
working  in  cooperation  with  neighboring  libraries. 

This  statement  is  preliminary  to  the  recommendation  that  when  the 
State  Library  finally  occupies  its  new  building  a  training  class  be 
created,  with  a  course  not  to  exceed  six  months  in  the  year,  designed 
especially  to  put  high  school  graduates  in  condition  to  serve  our  own 
library  in  positions  of  lower  professional  rank.  At  the  present  time 
intensive  instruction  for  a  short  time  in  count y  library  problems  for 
assistants  seeking  service  in  that  field  would  help  out  the  work  of  the 
state ;  though  we  are  confidently  looking,  forward  to  the  time  the 
school  at  the  University  of  California  may  have  sufficient  funds  and 
faculty  to  meet  all  such  requirements.  Should  the  Sacramento  Junior 
College  ever  find  it  possible  to  offer  a  training  class  course  in  library 
practice,  the  duty,  which  now  so  plainly  confronts  the  State  Library, 
could  ethically  be  relinquished.

NEW  BUILDING 

A  building  is  no  doubt  new  until  it  is  occupied  and  has  become  worn 
by  the  passing  of  many  feet  and  the  contact  of  many  hands.  The  exten- 
sion group  consisting  of  the  Library  and  Courts  Building,  and  the 
Office  Building,  can  consistently,  therefore,  be  considered  new;  for 
while  from  the  view  point  of  the  man  on  the  street  they  are  finished, 
they  are  yet  untenanted.  The  original  fund  was  insufficient  to  com- 
plete the  project;  the  legislature  of  1925  appropriated  only  $300,000, 
a  fund  designed  to  install  the  heating  system  but  inadequate  for  the 
greater  job  of  completing  and  furnishing  two  large  modern  buildings. 
And  as  it  happened  a  controversy  over  this  appropriation,  occasioned 
by  the  Controller's  doubt  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  act,  threw 
the  matter  into  the  courts  and  the  heating  plant  was  not  placed  until 
long  after  the  cold  weather  had  given  way  to  the  summer  of  1926. 

Th*>  bmMmjrg  have  now  been  standing  long  enough  for  them  to 
become  a  part  or  cue  picture  of  the  Capitol  gardens.  The  grounds  are 
being  conditioned  for  planting;  so  that  when  finally  the  several 
tenants  move  in  much  of  the  dirt  and  confusion  incident  to  the  taking 
over  of  a  new  home  will  be  very  pleasantly  lacking.  The  magnificent 
sculptured  pediments  and  the  heroic  figures  on  the  entrance  level,  so 
beautifully  conceived  by  Edward  Field  Sanford,  Jr.,  and  so  finely 
chiseled  out  of  the  granite  and  marble,  have  begun  to  weather  in  satis- 
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factory  manner.  As  citizens  and  visitors  learn  of  the  view  which  may 
be  found  in  the  enlarged  Capitol  group  their  numbers  will  constantly 
grow ;  and  the  fame  of  the  state  and  of  the  architects  and  sculptor  will 
spread  accordingly. 

The  estimated  $1,250,000  necessary  to  finish  and  furnish  the  new 
buildings  is  an  item  in  a  large  bond  proposition  for  state  buildings  in 
Berkeley  and  Los  Angeles.  It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  the  electors 
in  November,  1926,  will  give  it  their  approval.  Final  occupation  of 
both  buildings  should  be  completed  by  January  1,  1928 — almost 
fifteen  years  after  the  legislature  approved  the  original  bond  measure. 

MEETINGS  AND  PUBLICITY 

Many  meetings  of  library  associations  and  similar  organizations  have 
been  attended  the  past  two  years.  The  librarian  and  members  of  the 
staff  have  also  talked  on  library  subjects  before  clubs  of  a  general 
nature. 

The  librarian  has  made  five  trips  east,  necessitated  by  his  work  on 
the  American  Library  Association  Executive  Board  and  the  League 
of  Library  Commissions  as  well  as  his  attendance  at  the  larger  meetings. 

In  December,  1924,  the  librarian  attended  the  midwinter  meeting 
of  the  American  Library  Association  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
League  of  Library  Commissions  in  Chicago.  He  was  reelected  presi- 
dent of  the  latter  organization  for  a  two-year  term  and  at  the  same 
time  a  grant  of  $50,000  was  made  to  the  League  to  carry  on  a  three- 
year  library  service  demonstration  in  some  state  that  had  not  advanced 
materially  in  a  library  way.  Louisiana  was  chosen  as  the  state  for  the 
work  and  in  October,  1925,  the  Louisiana  Library  Commission  was 
formed  with  Miss  Essae  M.  Culver,  a  California  librarian,  as  executive 
secretary.  The  work  is  progressing  satisfactorily  there.  As  president 
of  the  League  and  chairman  of  the  Committee  under  which  the  Carnegie 
grant  is  being  spent,  the  librarian  visited  Louisiana  in  April  and  in 
October,  1925. 

On  the  April  trip  he  went  on  to  Chicago  to  attend  the  two-day 
meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  at  which  the  Board  of 
Education  for  Librarianship  and  the  Commission  on  the  Library  and 
Adult  Education  furnished  the  program.  On  the  return  trip,  at  the 
request  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  the  librarian  conducted  Colonel 
J.  M.  Mitchell,  Secretary  of  the  United  Kingdom  Carnegie  Trust, 
from  Chicago  to  California  where  he  made  a  short  visit  investigating 
library  and  other  subjects  of  interest  to  the  Carnegie  Trust. 

At  the  American  Library  Association  meeting  in  Seattle  in  1925 
the  librarian  and  Mrs  Henshall  were  the  official  representatives-  of 
the  State  Library.  At  this  time  the  librarian  was  appointed  to  fill 
a  vacancy  on  the  Executive  Board.  In  April,  1926,  after  a  day  at 
A.  L.  A.  headquarters  in  Chicago,  the  librarian  attended  a  meeting  of 
the  Southeastern  Library  Association  in  Signal  Mountain,  Tennessee, 
and  of  the  Southwestern  Library  Association  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma. 

At  the  California  Library  Association  meeting  in  Eureka  in  1925 
the  official  representatives  of  the  Library  were  the  librarian,  the 
assistant  librarian  and  the  library  organizer.  At  the  Long  Beach 
meeting  in  1926,  the  librarian,  the  assistant,  and  Miss  Garoutte  and 
Miss  Mumm  were  those  sent  by  the  Library.  All  had  a  part  in  the 
programs. 
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Other  organizations  witfi  which  the  Library  lias  cooperated  on 
programs  are  the  California  Conference  of  Social  Work,  the  Adult 
Education  movement  and  the  California  Economic  Research  Council. 

Other  clubs  and  groups  addressed  by  the  librarian  or  staff  members 
have  been  Rotary  Clubs,  Sacramento  Soroptomist  Club,  Sacramento 
Business  Women's  Club,  various  other  women's  clubs,  schools,  meetings 
of  custodians  of  county  library  branches,  and  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  California  Academy  of  Social  Sciences. 

The  organizer  has  attended  the  meetings  of  the  California  School 
Superintendents  and  has  continued  to  give  the  course  on  library  law 
at  the  University  of  California  School  of  Libranianship. 

Besides  the  talks  given,  publicity  for  the  State  Library  has  been 
gained  principally  through  articles  prepared  for  newspapers  and 
periodicals  and  through  the  exhibits  placed  at  the  State  Fair.  The 
exhibit  in  1924  was  divided  into  two  parts,  one  showing  the  resources 
of  the  State  Library,  the  other  giving  a  picture  of  county  library 
service  through  the  use  of  a  large  map  and  some  interesting  photo- 
graphs. In  1925  only  one  phase  of  State  Library  work  was  shown — that 
of  the  California  Department.  This  was  considered  timely  on  account 
of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  celebration  that  year.  The  exhibit  cases  and 
walls  showed  pictures  and  documents  dealing  with  the  admission  of 
California  to  the  Union  and  other  historical  matters.  The  rest  of  the 
space  was  taken  up  with  relics  such  as  gold  rockers,  gold  scales,  early 
fire-arms,  et  cetera.  The  exhibit  attracted  much  attention  and  was  the 
means  of  making  many  good  connections  for  this  part  of  our  work. 

EMPLOYMENT  AGENCY 

The  demand  for  library  workers  in  California  has  far  outgrown  the 
supply  and  the  calls  for  library  assistants  have  been  many  and 
insistent.  The  State  Library  has  made  suggestions  wherever  possible, 
but  many  vacancies  have  gone  unfilled  for  long  periods  and  too 
frequently  untrained  workers  have  had  to  be  taken  in  to  fill  the  need. 

During  the  past  two  years  we  have  helped  to  place  thirty-five 
applicants. 

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  DEPARTMENT 

Changes  in  the  staff  of  this  department  have  continued.  Miss 
Carmelita  Duff  resigned  as  first  assistant  in  December,  1925,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Mrs  Blanche  Harris  Dalton.  Mrs  Dalton  left  the  State 
Library  in  April,  1926,  and  Mrs  Fanny  Reynolds  Howley,  who  has 
charge  of  the  Library  for  the  Blind  in  the  Seattle  Public  Library, 
has  been  secured  to  fill  this  position  for  six  months.  She  began  work 
April  19,  and,  experienced  as  she  is  in  similar  work  in  another  state, 
she  is  bringing  to  the  department  a  fresh  viewpoint  that  is  very 
helpful. 

Miss  Mae  Davies,  a  member  of  the  State  Library  staff  for  six  years 
and  a  faithful  worker  in  this  department  for  the  last  three  years, 
passed  away  on  March  30  after  a  month's  illness.  Her  cheerful  presence 
and  her  devotion  to  the  work  are  greatly  missed. 

In  January,  1925,  the  publication  of  News  Notes  was  resumed. 
This  is  the  small  publication,  reprinted  from  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries,  giving  news  of  this  department  and  a  list  of  additions  to  it. 
The  publication  had  been  discontinued  after  the  April,  1923,  issue. 
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On  July  1,  1925,  the  State  Library  again  assumed  the  administration 
of  home  teaching  work,  provision  for  this  having  been  made  in  the 
new  budget.  Miss  Kate  M.  Foley  and  Miss  Catharine  J.  Morrison 
were  again  added  to  the  State  Library  staff,  and  continued  the  work 
that  had  been  done  the  past  two  years  under  the  State  Board  of 
Control. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  growing  constantly  and  it  becomes 
increasingly  difficult  as  time  goes  on.  The  readers  who  have  been 
borrowers  from  the  beginning  of  this  department  have  exhausted  the 
older  collection  of  books  and  the  publication  of  new  ones  is  not  fast 
enough  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  quick  readers.  The  ingenuity  of  the 
staff  is  therefore  often  severely  taxed  in  the  attempt  to  keep  such 
borrowers  in  reading  matter. 

Our  collection  has  been  greatly  augmented  by  splendid  gifts  from 
the  U.  S.  Veterans'  Bureau,  the  American  Braille  Press  for  War  and 
Civilian  Blind,  Inc.,  (formerly  the  Permanent  Blind  Relief  War 
Fund,  Inc.),  the  American  Brotherhood  of  Free  Reading  for  the 
Blind  and  other  donors  of  books  and  magazines.  Hand-copied  books, 
well  selected,  have  been  donated  by  the  Women  Volunteers  of  Oak- 
land, the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross,  the  Pasadena 
Braille  Club,  the  National  Braille  Transcribers'  Society,  and  several

CALIFORNIA  DEPARTMENT 

An  increasing  amount  of  research  work  has  been  done  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Department  in  response  to  letters  from  all  over  the  United 
States  and  foreign  countries.  Also  there  has  been  a  steady  growth  in 
the  number  of  workers  who  come  from  distant  states  to  work  per- 
sonally on  the  books,  pamphlets,  magazines  and  other  material  relating 
to  California  subjects.  Many  come  who  are  tracing  pioneer  relatives 
or  getting  genealogical  data  on  California  branches  of  their  families. 

Within  the  state,  too,  there  is  a  steady  growth  in  the  realization  of 
the  resources  of  this  department.  Many  California  authors  have 
especially  appreciated  the  fine  collection  of  Californiana  at  their  dis- 
posal and  have  spent  much  time  consulting  it  while  writing  on  California 
subjects. 
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One  of  the  important  phases  of  the  work,  continually  being  carried 
OH,  is  assisting  those  who  have  lost  their  naturalization  papers  to 
reestablish  their  citizenship.  This  is  done  through  our  files  of  the  great 
registers  of  voters,  which  became  of  great  value  after  the  fire  of  1906, 
when  so  many  naturalization  papers  were  destroyed,  as  well  as  many 
official  records  of  San  Francisco. 

Among  numerous  donations  we  note  the  following: 
Miss  Azelia  L.  Winchester,  a  large  collection  of  letters  written  by  her 
father,  General  Jonas  Winchester,  California's  first  State  Printer. 
These  letters  cover  almost  the  entire  year  of  1849,  including  his  voyage 
around  the  Horn  and  experiences  in  San  Francisco  and  the  mines.  They 
are  voluminous  and  give  a  vivid  picture  of  the  life  of  that  important 
year. 

Miss  Olga  Handel  has  placed  in  the  collection  her  father's  diary 
and  correspondence  covering  a  number  of  years,  during  which  he  was 
in  the  U.  S.  Army  as  a  non-commissioned  officer.  The  diary  gives  a 
detailed  account  of  the  movements  of  a  detachment  of  the  army  which 
crossed  the  plains  and  arrived  at  Benicia  Barracks  in  the  fifties. 
Accompanying  the  diary  are  many  letters  written  to  his  parents  in 
Germany  and  they  give  a  most  interesting  picture  of  the  country  and 
of  the  life  of  the  people. 

Miss  Florence  McKune,  a  collection  of  pictures  of  prominent  people, 
among  them  a  large  framed  picture  of  her  father,  Judge  J.  H.  McKune; 
also  valuable  daguerreotypes  of  her  parents  and  others. 

Mrs  Edwin  H.  Clough  has  recently  presented  a  collection  of  letters 
written  to  Mr  Clough  by  California  authors  who  were  his  intimates. 

Albert  Dressier  has  added  many  interesting  items  such  as  pictures, 
pamphlets,  and  relics. 

Mrs  Pauline  Dohrmann,  Mrs  B.  G.  Rousseau,  William  Campbell,  and 
many  others  have  enriched  the  collection  with  generous  donations.

The  entire  collection  of  pamphlets  was  ehecked  and  recataloged. 
Several  hundred  bookplates,  prints  and  maps  were  cataloged. 

In  1925  we  began  the  task  of  analysing  the  music  collection  but 
owing  to  the  limited  number  of  catalogers  on  the  stafi2  we  were  forced 
to  abandon  the  project.  Under  the  present  conditions  we  are  unable  to 
do  any  work  other  than  catalog  the  accessions  as  they  are  received. 

DOCUMENTS  DEPARTMENT 

The  department  has  received,  entered  and  filed  44,354  government 
publications,  and  has  distributed  to  libraries  20,122  California  state 
publications.  Public  Affairs  Information  Service  Bulletin  and  other 
lists  have  been  checked  regularly  and  documents  material  requested. 

Current  work  during  the  biennium  has  been  heavy,  both  in  the  amount 
of  new  material  received  and  in  the  research  and  reference  work  done, 
including  checking  of  the  Union  List  of  Serials.  Little  time  has  been 
left  to  carry  out  long-cherished  plans  of  trying  to  fill  gaps  in  the 
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collection.  However,  quite  a  number  of  federal  and  state  documents 
have  been  acquired  by  gift  and  exchange  from  various  sources  and 
added  to  the  files. 

A  time-consuming  piece  of  work  incident  to  the  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature is  the  making  up  for  binding  of  complete  sets  of  the  bills  intro- 
duced, including  copies  of  all  amended  bills. 

LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT 

A  new  edition  of  the  Library  laws  of  California  was  compiled  by  the 
Department  after  the  1925  session  of  the  Legislature  and  issued  in 
printed  form  by  the  Library.  A  Handbook  of  Information  for  the  use 
of  the  Legislators  was  prepared  and  issued  before  the  1925  session.  The 
usual  amount  of  reference  work  was  done  during  the  Legislature  and 
afterward  the  Statutes  were  side-noted  and  indexed. 

A  list  of  California  county  charters  and  California  city  charters  was 
prepared  and  appeared  in  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  for 
October,  1924,  where  it  could  be  readily  turned  to  for  reference. 

The  Bureau  of  Children's  Aid  of  the  State  Board  of  Control  and  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  having  decided  to  print  a  new 
edition  of  Laws  of  Interest  to  Women  and  Children,  the  copy  which 
had  been  kept  reasonably  up  to  date  was  put  into  final  shape  by  this 
department  and  made  ready  to  be  sent  to  the  printer  at  the  beginning 
of  the  new  biennium. 

The  yearly  requests  for  a  revision  of  the  material  on  California  for 
the  Statesman's  Yearbook  were  received  and  complied  with. 

Among  the  bibliographies  prepared  are  the  following :  The  Bible  in 
the  public  schools,  Civil  service  pensions,  Criminal  law  and  procedure, 
Criminal  procedure  in  England,  Judicial  Councils,  Retirement  of 
judges,  Statutes  and  codes :  codifications,  consolidation  and  revision. 
The  one  on  Judicial  Councils  was  printed  in  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  for  April,  1926. 

PERIODICALS  DEPARTMENT 

The  State  Library  receives  regularly  1170  magazines  and  166  news- 
papers— 76  daily  and  90  weekly.  On  account  of  a  somewhat  larger 
budget  allowance  for  this  biennium  we  were  again  able  to  make  some 
headway  in  binding  our  periodicals  and  papers,  but  much  still  remains 
to  be  done.  Our  Repair  Department  has  been  of  great  assistance  in 
the  fine  work  it  has  done  in  putting  many  of  our  magazines  and  news- 
papers into  very  satisfactory  temporary  bindings. 

REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT 

40,178  Author  requests  were  looked  up  in  all  sources. 
14,333  Subject  requests  were  filled. 
20,924  Shipments  were  sent  out. 
86,682  Books  were  lent. 

1,284  Pictures  were  lent. 
46,482  Request  slips  were  stamped,  marked  and  mailed. 
22,726  Receipt  postals  were  typed. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  pictures  during  the 
past  two  years. 

An  "outline  of  State  Library  service  to  other  libraries"  dealing 
mainly  with  the  procedure  to  be  followed  by  borrowing  libraries  was 
printed  in  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries,  July,  1925,  and  has 
helped  greatly  in  facilitating  the  inter-library  loan  work. 
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SUTRO  BRANCH 

The  Sutro  Branch  lias  been  located  during-  the  period  of  this  report 
in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  building.  This  central  location 
has  helped  to  make  the  Branch  known  to  many  new  users.  The 
work  of  cataloging  the  original  Sutro  collection  has  proceeded,  aided 
by  the  addition  of  a  third  member  to  the  staff.  The  immense  task  of 
reducing  the  collection  to  the  original  gift  and  such  material  as  would 
naturally  belong  with  it  has  been  completed. 

COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARIES 

Prospects  are  good  for  the  establishment  of  several  new  county 
libraries  this  fall.  Work  has  been  done  in  Sierra  and  Mariposa  counties 
toward  establishment  under  Section  5  by  contracting  with  Plumas 
and  Merced  counties  respectively.  This  plan,  if  adopted,  will  pave  the 
way  for  others  of  the  smaller  counties  to  be  assured  of  library  service 
by  securing  it  from  some  of  the  richer  counties. 

The  library  organizer  countinues  to  give  lectures  at  the  University 
of  California  School  of  Librarianship  and  is  contributing  a  page  of 
library  news  to  the  Western  Journal  of  Education  every  month. 

Much  information  concerning  the  California  county  libraries  is  asked 
for  constantly  both  verbally  and  by  letter.  This  means  many  inter- 
views for  the  organizer  at  the  library  and  man}r  letters,  outlines 
and  compilations  of  statistics  to  be  prepared. 

A  new  pamphlet  was  issued  in  April  of  this  year.  It  is  called 
''Your  County  Your  Responsibility"  and  deals  largely  with  the 
organizing  problem  in  those  counties  still  without  county  libraries.

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WHAT  IS  AHEAD 

Two  years  ago  we  expressed  a  feeling  of  fine  confidence  in  the  future 
of  the  library  in  California.  Today  that  conviction  is  more  firmly 
founded.  Libraries  in  our  state  are  doing  a  more  thorough  job  of 
the  work  they  were  intended  for;  and  the  people  are  learning  that 
education  is  not  a  thing  completed  in  schools,  but  is  a  process  which 
when  most  effective  runs  through  the  life  course  and,  after  the 
beginning,  is  largely  individualistic.  The  recreational  side  of  the 
service,  long  recognized,  grows  in  public  esteem  as  its  wholesome 
character  becomes  more  evident.  And  in  a  practical  way  the  library 
is  daily  proving  itself  a  profitable  investment  to  the  keener  minds  in 
our  bustling  American  business  world. 

During  1926  the  attention  of  the  country  at  large  was  focused  on 
the  library  because  of  the  celebration  of  the  half  century  birthday  of 
the  professional  organization,  the  American  Library  Association.  The 
officers  and  members  of  this  body  prepared  for  this  event  by  making 
extensive  surveys  and  studies  of  the  more  important  problems  relating 
to  public  book  and  informational  service.  It  was  brought  out  by  one 
of  these  committees  that  despite  the  general  acceptance  of  the  library 
almost  half  the  people  in  America  are  not  within  the  circle  of  its 
influence.  And  it  was  found  that  the  dwellers  in  the  country,  the 
tillers  of  the  soil  upon  whom  we  depend  for  our  daily  bread,  a  class  of. 
people  who  because  of  isolation  or  freedom  from  the  distractions  of 
twentieth  century  civilization  can  best  use  what  the  library  offers, 
are  denied  its  benefits  to  the  startling  extent  of  ninety-three  per  cent 
of  the  rural  population.  In  contrast  thereto  we  take  pride  in  record- 
ing that  in  California  only  about  three  per  cent  of  the  people  are  with- 
out good  immediate  library  service;  the  prospects  are  excellent  within 
the  next  few  years  for  the  spread  of  the  county  system  to  those  more 
sparsely  settled  counties  which  make  up  this  figure. 

To  the  loyalty  and  intelligence  of  the  personnel  of  the  State  Library, 
the  public,  the  county,  the  special  and  the  institutional  libraries  of 
California  acknowledgment  is  due  for  the  progress  which  has  been 
made.  At  the  same  time  we  must  express  the  confident  hope  that  a 
task  so  well  begun  will  be  continued  with  growing  enthusiasm  and 
increasing  public  benefit.

APPENDIX  E 

BOARD   OF   LIBRARY  EXAMINERS 

Milton  J.  Ferguson.  State  Librarian.  Chairman. 
ROBERT  RBA,  Librarian.  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  Secretary. 
Everett  R.  Perry,  librarian,  Los  Angeles  Public  Library. 
Sections  6  and  7  of  tbe  county  free  library  law  (Chap,  68,  Cal.  Statutes,  1911) 
reads  as  follows : 

Sec.  6.  A  commission  is  hereby  created,  to  be  known  as  the  board  of  library 
examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  librarian,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  said 
board,  the  librarian  of  the  public  library  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  librarian  of  the  Los  Angeles  public  library. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  appoint  a  county  librarian,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause,  after  a  hearing,  by  said  board.  No  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  county  librarian  unless,  prior  to  his  appointment,  he 
has  received  from  the  board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for 
the  office.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment,  the  county  librarian  need  not  be  a  resi- 
dent of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  California. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Three  examinations  have  been  held  (July  1,  1924- June  30,  1926)  :  L  Los 
Angeles  September  5,  1924;  2.  Sacramento,  May  22,  1925,  and  Los  Angeles,  June 
5,  1925;  3.  Los  Angeles,  June  7-8,  1926,  and  Sacramento,  June  12,  192(5. 

Thirty  candidates  took  the  examinations  and  twenty-one  passed. 

On  June  8,  1926,  the  Board  adopted  the  following  "Rules  and  regulations  regard- 
ing life  certificates"  : 

The  Board  of  Library  Examiners  will  grant  life  certificates  authorizing  the 
holders  to  act  as  county  librarians  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the 
California  county  free  library  law,  under  the  following  regulations : 

1.  The  applicant  must  have  had  at  least  nine  years  of  successful  experience 
as  county  librarian  in  California. 

2.  The  applicant  must  submit  an  application  on  a  blank  to  be  provided  by  the 
Board  of  Library  Examiners.  This  must  be  accompanied  by  the  county  librarian's 
certificate. 

3.  On  the  blank  mentioned  above,  applicant  must  submit  a  report  of  the  last 
five  years  of  service. 

4.  *  The  Board  of  Library  Examiners  may  require  a  recommendation  from  the 
county  board  or  boards  of  supervisors  under  whom  the  librarian  served. 

5.  The  Board  of  Library  Examiners  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  a  life  certificate 
to  an  applicant  who  has  been  out  of  employment  as  county  librarian  for  a  period 
of  three  years  or  longer  at  the  time  of  application. 

6.  The  Board  of  Library  Examiners  may  revoke  or  suspend  life  certificates  for 
unprofessional  conduct  or  for  persistent  defiance  of  and  refusal  to  conform  to 
the  laws  governing  county  libraries  or  for  evident  unfitness  for  the  duties  of 
county  librarian.    A  hearing  before  the  board  will  be  granted  the  librarian  involved.
